THE  City  of  York. 

My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  write  the  foreword  to  the  Annual  Report  for  1943 
which  was  prepared  by  the  late  Dr.  P.  R.  McNaught,  but  is  published  after 
his  death. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  correcting  proofs  during  the  time 
that  he  was  so  seriously  ill  in  hospital,  which  was  characteristic  of  his  devotion 
to  his  work.  The  25  years  during  which  he  held  office,  first  as  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  and  later  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  saw  the  opening  of  Fairfield 
Sanatorium,  York  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  City  General  Hospital.  It 
also  saw  the  taking  over  by  the  Corporation  of  the  Maternit}^  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  and  the  establishment  of  the  Municipal  Midwives  Scheme. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  City  when  Dr.  McNaught  came  into 
office  was  96  per  1,000  whereas  the  figure  for  1943  was  only  42  per  1,000  com¬ 
pared  with  49  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  the  lowest  recorded  figure 
for  York. 

Our  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for  1943  was  4.31  compared  with  2.29  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  rate  for  the  City  is  still  too  low,  the  January 
return  showing  59.6%  of  the  5  to  15  age  group,  and  74.0%  of  the  1  to  5  group 
immunised. 

May  I  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  my  Colleagues  in 
other  Departments  for  the  generous  help  they  have  given  to  me  during  the 
difficult  days  of  Dr.  McNaught’s  illness,  and  since  his  death.

The  Corporation  are  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  in  the  Mid- York¬ 
shire  Joint  Board  for  the  Mentally  Defective,  whose  Institution  is  at  Whixley, 
in  the  West  Riding.

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(b)  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  COMMITTEE’S  INSTITUTIONS.. 

The  Public  Assistance  Officer  reports  as  follows : — 

Children  are  maintained  in  the  Poor  Law  Institution  up  to  the  age  of 
one  year,  when,  if  in  good  health,  they  are  normally  transferred  to  the 
Infants’  Home,  “The  Elms,”  Hull  Road,  but  as  this  home  is  now  occupied 
as  a  War-time  Nursery,  these  children  are  boarded-out  in  suitable  private 
homes,  in  and  around  the  city  boundaries. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  children  seeking  accommodation  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  are  equipping  further  premises,  and  when  this  is  com¬ 
plete  a  re-organisation  will  take  place.  It  is  proposed  to  utilise  120  Haxby 
Road,  with  accommodation  for  12  beds,  for  infants  over  2  years  of  age,  to 
relieve  the  strain  on  the  accommodation  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution.  The 
boys  at  Haxby  Road  will  be  transferred  to  46  Burton  Stone  Lane  (accom¬ 
modation  is  for  15  beds).  The  premises  at  St.  Hilda’s,  Lowther  Street,  will 
accommodate  40  beds  (girls  and  boys),  and  4  Feversham  Crescent  (accom¬ 
modation  18  beds)  will  still  be  used  for  boys. 

The  number  of  children  boarded-out  is  27. 

(c)  ST.  STEPHEN’S  ORPHANAGE,  THE  MOUNT.

This  Orphanage  accommodates  30  girls,  the  age  of  admission  being  from 
2  to  7  years. 

(d)  GODFREY  WALKER  HOME,  ACOMB  ROAD. 

This  Home  accommodates  20  girls,  who  are  sent  from  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Church  of  England  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Society,  and  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  The  children  are  not  all  homeless,  but  their  homes  are  very 
poor  ones,  or  undesirable  from  other  points  of  view.  They  are  trained  mostly 
for  domestic  service.

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Notices  under  Part  VII  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
a  report  is  made  monthly  by  him  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee.

Sessions  for  Out-patients  are  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  mornings,  and  there  are  facilities  for  X-ray  examinations,  massage, 
sunlight  treatment,  etc.  Cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  sent  to  the 
Adela  Shaw  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  York  County  Hospital,  or 
the  City  General  Hospital.

SAN8TARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1 .  (i)  WATER. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  Whitehouse,  Engineer  of  the  York  Waterworks 
Company,  for  the  following  : — 

The  York  Waterworks  Company  is  a  Statutory  Undertaking  for  supplying 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  neighbourhood  of  York  with  water. 

The  Company's  limits  of  supply  cover  a  wide  area  and  include  the  City 
of  York  with  its  suburbs,  and  twelve  townships  outside  the  present  extended 
City  boundaries.  Beyond  those  limits  "bulk"  supplies  are  afforded  to  10 
villages  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Derwent,  to  7  villages  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Flaxton  and  5  in  the  Rural  District  of  Tadcaster. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  the  River  Ouse  near  Acomb  Landing  as 
authorised  by  statute,  and  is  prepared  for  use  by  the  main  processes  of  Sedi¬ 
mentation,  Double  Filtration  and  Sterilisation.  Sedimentation  in  subsidence 
and  clarifying  tanks  is  accelerated  by  the  use  of  sulphate  of  alumina  as  a 
co-agulant.  Filtration  is  first  through  rapid  primary  (mechanical)  filters, 
followed  by  secondary  filtration  through  "English"  or  slow  sand  filters. 
Sterilisation  is  by  the  addition  of  a  small  dose  of  chlorine  gas. 

The  Bacteriological  standard  and  physical  quality  of  the  water  always 
receive  the  utmost  care  and  watchfulness,  and  a  constant  supply  is  maintained 
at  a  pressure  which  meets  all  demands. 

Samples  are  examined  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  by  qualified  analysts 
in  accordance  with  the  standard  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

A  total  of  292  samples  of  water,  as  supplied  to  the  City,  were  examined 
during  the  year  and  the  following  results  of  these  examinations  show  that 
the  water  supplied  has  conformed  to  a  high  bacteriological  standard.

The  Public  Analyst’s  reports  all  state  : — "Probable  number  of  coliform 
organisms  per  100  ml.=0" 
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Over  and  above  the  292  bacteriological  examinations  of  water  as  supplied 
at  the  City,  355  examinations  were  made  of  water  in  various  stages  of  treat¬ 
ment,  in  order  to  ensure  the  highest  efficiency  of  the  Works.  Chemical 
analyses  are  made  periodically. 

Water  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  Corporation  for  sewer  flushing, 
street  watering  and  other  public  purposes. 

Four  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Town’s  water 
were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year.  All  were  satisfactory. 
No  B  Coli  were  found  in  100  m.l. 

Samples  from  wells  in  Aldwark  and  Hallfield  Road  were  found  to  be 
very  hard,  but  contained  no  coliform  organisms  in  100  m.l.  One  from  Popple- 
ton  Hall  showed  over  180  coliform  organisms  per  100  m.l.  and  was  therefore 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes.

3.  (ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  ^ 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  I  am  obliged  to  him 
for  the  following  information: — 

{a)  The  method  of  collecting  dry  house  refuse. 

AU  domestic  refuse  is  placed  in  bins  by  householders  and  collected  by 
the  Corporation  freighter  motor-vehicles,  which  are  provided  with  covers  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  dust.  A  small  portion  of  the  domestic  refuse  is  still 
collected  by  horse-drawn  vehicles. 

In  June,  1940,  approximately  500  bins  for  the  collection  of  food  salvage 
were  distributed  in  the  public  streets,  and  since  that  time  the  period  between 
collections  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  increased  from  one  week  to  a  fort¬ 
night,  with  an  intervening  fortnightly  collection  of  salvage  only.

One  sample  of  water  from  St.  George’s  Baths  was  examined  by  the  Public 
Analyst.  It  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  to  the  extent  of  18 
per  100  m.l.  and  was  classed  as  unsatisfactory  for  bathing.  The  water  had 
been  treated  with  bleaching  powder  added  near  the  outlet  instead  of  near 
the  inlet  and  no  free  chlorine  was  present.  The  attention  of  the  City  Engineer 
was  drawn  to  the  matter.

INDIVIDUAL  HOUSES. 

Under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  during  1943,  five 
dwellings  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The 
Health  Committee  later  decided  to  deal  with  them  under  Section  9. 

In  November,  1940,  the  Council  resolved  that  the  net  rent  of  any  con¬ 
demned  house  licensed  for  occupation  should  not  exceed  two-thirds  of  the 
normal  rent  prior  to  the  house  being  condemned. 

Four  dwelling-houses  dealt  with  under  Section  11  and  three  under  Section 
12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  have  been  re-opened  for  human  habitation  with 
the  consent  of  the  Health  Committee  under  Circular  2156  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  children  who  received  three  immunising  injections  during 
1943  was  2,429,  compared  with  4,354  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  children 
immunised  during  1943,  1,188  were  children  aged  under  5  years. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  since  the  scheme 
commenced  in  1934  has  now  reached  a  figure  of  13,646. 

During  1943,  148  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  diphtheria,  and  of  these  39  had  been  inoculated.  Five  deaths 
took  place. 

There  were  no  fatal  cases  among  the  immunised  children. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  74  per  cent,  of  York  Children  under  5  years  and 
59  per  cent,  of  those  aged  5-15  years  had  received  immunising  injections.

SCABIES,  LICE,  IMPETIGO. 

In  January,  1943,  a  Skin  Department  was  opened  at  the  City  General 
Hospital  in  a  portion  of  the  old  casual  wards  of  the  Institution  adapted  for 
the  purpose,  and  the  Cleansing  Centre  at  Lendal  Bridge  closed. 


Scabies  cases  treated  numbered  2,248,  adults  930,  school  children  939 
and  children  under  5  years,  379. 


Cases  of  verminous  infestation,  chiefly  of  the  head  are  also  dealt  with 
in  the  Department  and  360  persons  were  cleansed. 


In  addition  treatment  was  given  to  234  cases  of  impetigo. 


CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION. 

A  Steam  Disinfecting  Station  is  situated  at  the  Fever  Hospital,  Yearsley 
Bridge.  It  contains  the  apparatus  known  as  the  “Washington  Lyon  built  by 
Messrs.  Manlove  &  Alliott.  The  staff  consists  of  four  disinfectors,  who  are 
employed  in  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  and  the  disinfection  of  infected 
premises,  bedding,  and  other  articles. 


Disinfection  of  rooms  by  fumigation  or  spraying,  and  of  clothing,  etc., 
by  heat,  is  carried  out  where  necessary.  The  following  figures  represent  the

CANCER. 

Facilities  for  radiological  treatment  are  available  at  the  General 
Infirmary,  Leeds.  The  Health  Committee  agreed  to  pay  for  the  treatment 
of  certain  cases  as  from  ist  January,  1938. 

Twenty-four  patients  were  provided  with  advice  or  treatment  at  Leeds 
Infirmary  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Council. 

In  November,  1933,  the  City  Council  approved  a  recommendation  of  the 
Health  Committee  that  the  Fever  Hospital  ambulance,  when  disengaged’ 
should  convey  patients  between  York  and  Leeds  Infirmary  for  radium 
treatment,  when  the  patient  is  unable  to  travel  by  bus  or  train,  and  is  so 
necessitous  as  to  be  unable  to  bear  the  cost. 

The  National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief  commenced  work  in  the  City 
during  1932,  and  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Society  (Mr.  R.  F.  Gollop)  has 
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supplied  me  with  the  following  report  from  Mrs.  Dent,  the  Society’s  local 
visitor: — 

REPORT  ON  WORK  IN  YORK,  1943. 

At  the  beginning  of  1943  there  were  24  patients  receiving  financial 
assistance  and  55  patients  under  observation.  During  the  year  20  new  cases 
have  been  added,  all  of  whom  have  received  financial  help  and  the  following 
19  deletions  have  been  made  : — 

2  who  needed  no  further  financial  aid  and  17  deaths. 

During  the  year  I  paid  a  total  of  982  visits  of  various  kinds,  viz: — perio¬ 
dical  calls  upon  patients  receiving  the  Society’s  benefit  allowance,  dressings, 
bedding,  etc.,  the  supervision  of  patients  attending  the  Radium  Clinic, 
arranging  ambulance  journeys  with  patients,  and  calls  upon  doctors,  clergy, 
almoners,  social  organisations,  public  assistance  officers,  etc.  In  addition 
to  visits  within  the  City,  I  attended  patients  in  the  villages  of  Dunnington, 
Strensall  and  Osbaldwick,  and  have  supplied  dressings  to  a  patient  in  Malton. 
Several  of  the  yisits  have  been  made  at  the  request  of  the  Doctors  at  the 
Leeds  Radium  Centre  upon  patients  who  have  failed  to  attend  the  clinics 
on  their  due  dates. 

Ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  Leeds  continue  to  be 
provided  by  the  York  Health  Department  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appre¬ 
ciation  and  that  of  my  patients  for  the  sympathetic  consideration  shewn 
by  the  drivers — Messrs.  Clarkson  and  Dutton.  During  1943,  72  patients 
were  conveyed,  involving  48  journeys  and  178  attendances.  In  addition, 
25  ambulance  journeys  were  made  within  the  City  and  district  in  the  removal 
of  patients  to  or  from  the  York  Hospitals. 

The  receipt  of  dressings,  air  bed,  air-ring,  used  clothing,  etc.,  from  the 
Society’s  Headquarters  were  much  appreciated  and  the  Red  Cross  Supply 
Depot,  Priory  Street,  York,  has  very  kindly  given  me  old  linen  for  bandages. 
These  have  been  distributed  to  the  most  needy  cases.  Bottles  of  disinfectant 
are  supplied  free  to  patients  by  the  Health  Department. 

May  I  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  extended  to -me 
in  my  work,  and  would  particularly  mention  the  Staff  of  the  Radium  Centre, 
Leeds  Infirmary,  the  Staff  of  the  York  Dispensary,  the  Almoners  at  the  York 
County  and  City  General  Hospitals  and  the  Health  Committee  and  Staff.

Twenty-one  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions. 

Of  the  35  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  4  were  classified  as 
bones  and  joints,  10  as  abdominal,  13  peripheral  glands,  2  genito-urinary, 
1  skin,  5  meninges. 

Four  fatal  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year  which  had 
not  been  notified  (8*6  per  cent,  of  total  Tuberculosis  deaths).  The  general 
practitioners  concerned  were  reminded  that  they  had  omitted  to  notify. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  as  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade  was 
known  to  the  Health  Department. 

The  City  Council  delegated  its  functions  under  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  the  compulsory  isolation  of  Tuberculosis  cases, 
to  the  Health  Committee.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY, 

11  CASTLEGATE. 

Clinics  are  held  for  City  cases  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at 
2-30  p.m.,  and  for  North  Riding  patients  by  one  of  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officers  on  Tuesdays  (first  and  third  of  each  month)  at  the  same  hour.  The 
general  arrangement  of  the  scheme  remains  as  detailed  in  the  report  for  1941. 

On  notification  each  case  is  visited  by  a  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Visitor 
and  re-visited  as  may  be  thought  necessary.  The  number  of  visits  paid 
was  1,756. 

During  the  year  140  new  cases,  exclusive  of  contacts,  were  examined, 
76  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

From  1st  April,  1934,  to  31st  December,  1942,  the  Health  Committee 
have  paid  the  York  County  Hospital  £1,000  per  annum  in  respect  of  treatment 
of  tulDerculous  indoor  and  outdoor  patients.  From  the  latter  date  payment 
has  been  made  per  case. 

During  1943,  114  X-ray  examinations  were  made  at  the  City  General 
Hospital  X-ray  Department. 

Thirty-seven  patients  were  treated  by  artificial  pneumothorax  and  one  by 
section  of  the  phrenic  nerve  at  the  County  and  General  Hospitals,  York. 

Nine  Lupus  cases  were  treated  at  the  Light  Department  of  the  General 
Infirmary,  Leeds.  A  donation  of  £20  per  annum  is  given  by  the  City  Council 
to  the  General  Infirmary  in  respect  of  this  service. 

Five  cases  were  sent  to  Pinderfields  for  Thoracic  Surgery. 

Non-Pulmonary  cases  treated  at  the  City  General  and  York  County 
Hospitals  numbered  32. 


CONTACTS. 

Twelve  of  the  114  contacts  were  found  tuberculous. 

Contacts  are  advised  to  be  examined  either  by  their  own  medical  attendant 
or  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Lists  of  school  children  contacts  are  regularly 
supplied  to  the  School  Clinic,  in  order  that  the  children  may  be  examined  by 
the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers.

The  East,  West  and  North  Riding  County  Councils  contract  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  their  cases  at  the  County  Hospital  through  the  York  Corporation. 

On  the  whole,  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  is  quite  good 
although  inconvenience  is  sometimes  caused  by  the  patients  being  sent  to  the 
Treatment  Centre  at  the  wrong  times. 

The  public  appears  to  be  well  informed  as  to  the  facilities  provided  for 
free  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  patients  are  ready  to  avail  themselves  of 
these  facilities. 

Enamel  plaques,  advertising  the  facilities  for  free  treatment,  are  fixed  in 
all  the  public  conveniences,  and  renewed  when  necessary. 

Except  on  Thursday  in  the  case  of  males,  there  are  facilities  for  daily 
irrigation  of  cases  (both  sexes)  of  Gonorrhoea  and  for  disinfection.  1,150  out¬ 
patients’  attendances  for  intermediate  treatment,  irrigation,  dressings,  etc., 
were  made  during  the  year,  compared  with  1,247  in  1942. 

Salvarsan  substitutes  are  supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners  (for  the 
treatment  of  their  own  patients)  through  the  County  Hospital  stock,  gratis, 
at  all  times  of  the  day  or  week-end.  The  County  Hospital  possesses  a  list 
of  practitioners  qualified  to  use  these  free  supplies.  A  total  of  569  doses 
were  supplied  during  1943.

1,221  doses  of  Salvarsan  substitute  were  given  to  120  York  City  cases 
of  Syphilis. 

Forty-eight  new  cases  from  neighbouring  districts  in  the  three  Ridings 
ended  the  Clinic. 
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During  the  half-year  ended  30th  June,  1943.,  22  new  City  cases  of 
Syphilis  and  37  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  attended  the  out-patient  clinic; 

25  persons  were  discharged  after  completion  of  treatment  during  the  same 
period. 

During  the  half-year  ended  31st  December,  1943,  11  new  City  cases  of 
Syphilis,  and  55  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  attended  the  out-patient  clinic  ; 

26  persons  were  discharged  after  completion  of  treatment  during  the  same 
period. 

Four  female  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  were  received  in  the  County 
Hospital  as  in-patients. 

York  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  amongst  unmarried  girls  requiring  hostel 
treatment  go  to  the  hostel  at  Leeds  (the  “Hope  Hospital")  in  connection  with 
the  four  diocesan  rescue  associations,  the  York  cases  being  sent  in  through 
the  York  Diocesan  Association.  One  City  case  was  received  during  the  past 
year. 

The  education  and  propaganda  work  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  carried  out  by  the  York  Council  for  Social  Hygiene  and 
Health  Education  (see  Section  on  Health  Education). 

Wartime  Regulation  33B.  provides  for  the  compulsory  examination 
and  when  necessary  treatment  of  a  person  alleged  by  two  individuals  to  have 
infected  them  with  a  venereal  disease. 

During  the  period  8th  January  to  31st  December,  1943,  one  male  and 
twenty-two  females  resident  in  the  City  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

In  fifteen  cases  attempts  were  made  to  get  into  touch  and  persuade  them 
to  attend  voluntarily  for  examination.  Twelve  were  traced  and  seven  came 
for  examination.  In  four  cases  two  notifications  each  were  received  and  it 
was  possible  to  issue  orders  under  the  regulation.  All  four  obeyed  the  orders 
and  were  duly  examined  by  the  V.D.  Officer. 

A  girl  aged  17,  notified  on  the  14th  and  21st  October  by  two  airmen 
as  having  infected  them  with  gonorrhoea  was  ordered  to  report  at  the  V.D. 
Clinic.  She  did  so,  but  in  spite  of  a  letter  and  official  notification  failed  to 
continue  treatment.  It  was  ascertained  that  she  had  left  home  and  was 
working  at  a  local  hotel.  She  received  a  summons  to  attend  the  Police  Court 
and  as  she  did  not  comply  she  was  taken  into  custody.  The  Court,  on  her 
pleading  guilty,  bound  her  over  for  two  years  on  condition  that  she  entered 
a  hospital  for  treatment  until  certified  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  cured.  On 
3rd  January  a  further  form  was  received  that  she  had  infected  an  airman 
with  syphilis  while  she  was  working  at  the  hotel.  This  would  appear  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  action  should  be  taken  on  the  first  notification,  without 
the  necessity  of  waiting  for  a  second,  since  during  the  period  of  delay  further 
spread  of  disease  is  likely. 

The  local  authority  has  appointed  a  welfare  worker.  Miss  Hyman,  whose 
duties  will  include  attendance  at  the  V.D.  Clinic  and  the  following  up  of  cases. 
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SECTION  G. 

(i)  HEALTH  EDUCATION,  ETC. 

In  December,  1933,  the  Corporation  decided  to  take  over  four  poster- 
frames  formerly  used  by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board,  and  arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  to  display  suitable  posters 
dealing  with  health  subjects.  These  are  changed  monthly. 

LECTURES 

One  lecture  was  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  School 
Medical  Services. 

Dr.  Crane  delivered  three  courses  of  lectures  on  Infectious  Diseases,  the 
Ailing  Child  and  Hygiene  to  Wartime  Nurseries  probationers,  members  of 
Child  Care  Reserve  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  respectively. 

She  also  gave  eight  addresses  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  topics 
to  various  audiences. 

The  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  in  conjunction  with  the  York 
Council  for  Social  Hygiene  and  Health  Education  arranged  four  courses  of 
lectures,  two  for  women  and  two  for  men  at  Messrs.  Rowntrees  Cocoa  Works, 
and  one  meeting  for  the  Standing  Conference  of  Womens  Organisations  and 
one  for  the  Soroptimists.  A  further  course  of  lectures  was  arranged  for 
Rowntrees  boys  (Day  Continuation  School).

The  average  insured  population  for  the  year  was,  therefore,  44,773,  as 
compared  with  43,671  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  1,102.  There  were 
insured  331  persons  temporarily  resident  in  the  area  who  required  medical 
treatment  from  an  insurance  practitioner.  7,998  names  were  added  to  and 
7,107  removed  from  Insurance  Practitioners’,  Medical  Associations,  and 
Institutions’  lists  during  the  year.

Medical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  73  contacts  of  infectious  disease,  or  persons  convalescent  after  discharge 
from  the  Fever  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  made 
five  visits  in  connection  with  10  plans  referred  from  the  Streets  and  Buildings 
Committee.

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THE  LATE  DR.  McNAUGHT— AN  APPRECIATION. 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  P.  R.  McNaught,  some  record  of  whose  medical 
achievements  has  already  appeared,  York  has  lost  a  public  servant  the  quality 
and  value  of  whose  work  can  perhaps  be  best  appreciated  by  those  with  whom 
and  for  whom  he  worked. 

These  would  agree  that  the  outstanding  quality  of  a  somewhat  reserved 
character  was  a  single-minded  devotion  to  his  work,  which  left  neither  time, 
nor  indeed  desire,  for  relaxation,  hobbies,  or  the  lighter  side  of  social  life. 
Under  his  interest  and  guidance  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee  (After- 
Care)  took  on  a  new  vitality  and  vision ;  he  was  quick  to  recognise  all  the  out¬ 
lying  factors  that  contribute  to  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,  and  he  had  the 
gift  of  educating,  by  simple  and  clear  exposition,  his  fellow- workers,  whether 
members  of  the  committee  or  of  his  staff.  In  his  patients  he  took  an  indi¬ 
vidual  and  all-round  interest  ;  he  was,  for  example,  untiring  in  his  efforts 
to  secure  pensions  for  the  ex-service  men  who  came  under  his  care,  in  which 
he  was  ably  supported  by  the  Secretary  of  the  British  Legion. 

Such  work  as  this,  devoted  and  unspectacular,  may  well  pass  unoticed 
by  many,  which  is  what  he  himself  would  have  wished,  finding  in  the  doing 
of  it  its  own  sufficient  reward.

spring  of  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  launched  the  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  Maintenance  Allowances  Scheme,  and  great  hopes  were  raised 
at  the  outset  that  the  scheme  would  meet  a  long  felt  need  to  help  the  tuber¬ 
culous  patient  to  undergo  Sanatorium  treatment  without  financial  difficulties 
for  his  family.  In  practice,  however,  it  has  proved  not  a  little  disappointing, 
insomuch  as  it  may,  as  the  scheme  stands  at  present,  only  be  applied  to  the 
early  pulmonary  type  of  case  for  which  there  is  every  chance  of  the  patient’s 
ultimate  recovery  to  working  capacity. 

Unfortunately,  the  allowance  cannot  be  granted  to  either  the  “Chronic” 

case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  or  to  any  of  the  many  forms  of  Non- Pulmonary 
disease. 

This  is  greatly  to  be  deplored,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  not  too 
far  distant  future  the  Ministry  may  see  its  way  to  cover  every  case  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  including  the  patient  who  is  considered  to  be  a  “chronic”  case.  One 
feels  the  latter  is  not  receiving  a  fair  deal  by  non-inclusion  in  the  Scheme, 
and  if  for  humanitarian  reasons  only,  the  allowance  should  be  extended  to 
obviate  the  necessity  of  such  cases  applying  to  the  P.A.C.  for  financial 
assistance. 

Allowances  were  granted  to  seven  patients  during  1943.  Of  this 
number  two^  were  male  and  five  were  female  patients.  One  of  the  male 
recipients  died  before  the  end  of  the  year ;  the  other  is  still  receiving 
benefit.  All  the  female  patients  were  under  the  age  of  twenty  years. 
One  was  undergoing  Sanatorium  treatment  and  was  granted  the  special 
allowance  of  five  shillings  for  out-of-pocket  expenses  and  on  discharge 
was  transferred  to  the  full  allowance.  Another  patient  on  entering 
Sanatorium  was  transferred  from  full  benefit  to  the  out-of-pocket  allowance. 
The^  remaining  three  are  at  home  and  in  receipt  of  full  allowance  less 
National  Health  Insurance  benefit.

Two  patients  were  given  travelling  expenses. 

Seven  patients  were  provided  with  clothing  and  boots. 

Eighteen  patients  were  supplied  with  sick-room  comforts,  bedsteads, 
bedding  and  invalid  chairs. 

Eighty-one  patients  received  milk. 

Eight  patients  were  given  Dispensary  notes. 

Three  patients  were  supplied  with  artificial  dentures.

VISITS  TO  PATIENTS.

A  large  quantit}^  of  tinned  meat,  glass,  and  packet  goods,  fish,  fruit, 
imported  meat,  bacon,  ham,  eggs,  sweets,  cakes  and  biscuits,  etc.,  were 
inspected,  and  a  total  weight  of  9,349  stones  were  found  to  be  in  an  unsound 
condition.

In  each  case  where  a  positive  result  to  the  biological  test  is  obtained, 
or  where  the  milk  is  otherwise  adversely  reported  upon  by  the  Bacteriologist, 
particulars  are  sent  to  the  County  Authorities  and  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  premises 
are  situated. 


PHOSPHATASE  TEST— PASTEURISED  MILK. 

Nine  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  and  eight  samples  of  Heat-treated  Milk 
were  submitted  for  the  Phosphatase  Test.  Three  samples  of  Pasteurised 
Milk  failed  to  pass  the  Test — two  group  3  and  one  group  2.  Five  samples 
of  Heat-treated  Milk  failed  to  pass  the  Test — two  group  3  and  three  group  2. 
In  addition  two  samples  of  Heat-treated  Milk  were  sour  when  they  reached 
the  Analyst’s  Office,  so  the  Test  was  not  applied. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

The  number  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
under  the  above  Act  during  1943  was  135  (23  informal  and  112  formal), 
This  number  represents  1.42  samples  for  each  1,000  of  the  population  of  the 
City  (95,020).  The  proportion  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  3  per 
1,000.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

During  the  year  260  complaints,  mostly  from  occupiers  of  dwelling 
houses,  were  received  as  to  infestation  of  premises  by  rats.  These  were  inves¬ 
tigated  and,  if  necessary,  notices  served  upon  the  occupiers  in  accordance 
with  the  Act,  advice  being  given  as  to  the  most  suitable  poisons  and  methods 
to  be  used  for  the  destruction  of  the  vermin.  Where  possible  the  services 
of  a  ratcatcher  were  used,  1,156  rats  and  306  mice  being  caught  and  1,454 
baits  laid. 

’  With  the  co-operation  of  the  City  Engineer,  arrangements  were  continued 
throughout  the  year  to  bait  the  sewers  regularly,  phosphorus  paste  being 
used.  * 
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Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc. 

Periodical  inspections  were  made  of  the  local  Theatres  and  Cinemas. 

Certain  minor  defects  were  found,  but  these  were  remedied  by  verbal 
notices  to  the  Managements. 


Waste  Water-Closet  Replacements. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936— Section  47  (4). 

The  City  Council,  on  the  7th  March,  1938,  passed  the  following 
resolution : — 


That  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  be  instructed  to  investigate  all 
applications  for  replacement  of  waste  water-closets  by  water-closets  ; 
to  ask  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  and  to  authorise  a  payment  of  half  the 
cost  thereof  provided  such  half  cost  does  not  exceed  £7  10s.  Od.” 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tabular  statement  (page  58),  4  water-closets 
have  been  provided  in  lieu  of  waste  water-closets.

During  the  Year  112  samples  of  Milk  were  examined.

1  sample  was  slightly  deficient  in  Milk-Fat. 

3  samples  were  slightly  deficient  in  Milk-Solids  other  than  Milk-Fat. 
(Too  sour  for  the  determination  of  the  Freezing  Point). 

1  sample  was  slightly  deficient  in  both  Milk-Fat  and  Milk-Solids  other 
than  Milk-Fat.  The  Freezing  Point  (Hortvet) — 0.549°C.  was  normal 
and  negatives  the  presence  of  Added  Water. 

1  sample  was  slightly  deficient  in  Milk-Solids  other  than  Milk-Fat.  The 
Freezing  Point  (Hortvet)  — 0.520°C.  showed  the  presence  of  a  small 
amount  of  Added  Water. 
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10  samples  were  deficient  in  Milk-Fat  in  proportions  varying  from  3.6 
to  34  per  cent. 

5  samples  were  deficient  in  Milk-Fat  to  the  extent  of  4,  9,  10.3,  10.3  and 
15.6  per  cent,  respectively,  and  were  slightly  deficient  in  Milk-Solids 
other  than  Milk-Fat.  Their  Freezing  Points  (Hortvet)  were  normal 
and  negatived  the  presence  of  Added  Water. 

5  samples  contained  6.7,  10.8,  13.1,  15  and  19.5  per  cent,  respectively, 
of  Added  Water. 

5  samples  contained  17.4,  19.4,  20.3,  22.2  and  26.5  per  cent,  respectively, 
of  Added  Water  and  were  deficient  in  Milk-Fat  to  the  extent  of  8, 
13.9,  5,  3.6  and  14.7  per  cent,  respectively.

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BUTTER. 

The  sample  of  Butter  was  submitted  owing  to  a  complaint  of  rancidity. 

The  sample  was  genuine  Butter,  but  was  undoubtedly  rancid  and,  in  my 
opinion,  was  not  fit  for  consumption  without  some  previous  treatment. 

CHEESE. 

The  sample  of  Cheese  was  submitted  owing  to  a  suspicion  that  it  had 
caused  illness  amongst  children. 

The  sample  was  free  from  any  metallic  contamination  and  no  evidence 
to  support  the  suspicion  was  found. 

CONDENSED  MILK. 

The  three  samples  of  Condensed  Milk  were  submitted  owing  to  a  complaint 
that  they  were  unfit  for  food. 

The  samples,  which  were  apparently  of  Indian  origin,  were  brown  in 
colour  and  one  sample  had  undergone  considerable  change  by  hydrolysis 
of  Cane  Sugar,  and  in  another  sample  the  Sugar  had  crystallised  out.  A 
bacteriological  examination  did  not  reveal  any  harmful  organisms,  nor  was 
the  number  of  organisms  excessive. 

The  amounts  of  Milk-Solids  in  the  three  samples  were  18,  24  and  15  per 
cent,  respectively,  whereas,  31  per  cent,  of  Milk-Solids  is  required  by  law 
to  be  present  in  Condensed  Milk  sold  in  this  country. 

Whilst  it  could  not  be  said  that  these  samples  were  harmful  to  health, 
their  condition,  in  my  opinion,  rendered  them  unsuitable  for  sale  for  human 
consumption. 

NATIONAL  HOUSEHOLD  MACHINE  SKIMMED  MILK. 

These  two  samples  were  submitted  owing  to  a  complaint  of  taste. 

Both  samples  were  normal  in  all  respects  and  I  could  find  nothing  to 
justify  the  complaint. 

PUDDING  MIXTURE. 

Of  the  three  samples  of  Pudding  Mixture  received,  one,  described 
as  “Yorkshire  Pudding,  Fritter  and  Pancake  Mixture”  was  found  to  consist 
of  Wheat  Flour,  a  little  Soya  Flour,  Salt,  a  small  amount  of  Dried  Egg  and 
and  yellow  dye.  It  was  infested  with  mites  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

OXTAIL  SOUP  (Canned). 

This  sample  was  submitted  owing  to  a  complaint  that  a  similar  tin  tasted 
bitter  and  was  unfit  for  food. 
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The  sample  submitted  was  normal  in  taste  and  appearance  and  was 
free  from  contamination  by  metals. 

None  of  the  other  samples  call  for  special  comment. 

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926. 

No  samples  were  received  under  the  above  Act  during  the  Year,  1943.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1943. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  Canal  Boats  on  my  register 
during  the  year,  neither  has  any  registration  certificate  or  duplicate  been 
issued. 

The  number  of  Canal  Boats  on  the  register  on  31st  December,  1943,  was 
305.  Of  these,  219  vessels  have  been  broken  up,  transferred  to  other  dis¬ 
tricts,  or  are  not  now  used  as  dwellings.  Fifty-one  vessels  are  not  traceable 
and  35  of  the  registered  vessels  are  employed  in  this  district. 

Fifty-three  canal  boat  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  1943.  The 
number  of  males  as  crew  was  106.  No  women  or  children  were  on  the  vessels 
inspected. 

The  condition  of  the  vessels  as  to  repairs  and  cleanliness  was  uniformly 
good.  No  contravention  of  the  Canal  Boat  Regulations  were  observed, 
and  no  case  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease  on  board  was  reported.
